I have jusi looked over the proof 


sheets of my good friend's account o! 
tbe events which led up to the death ol 
my father, and 1 am able to indorse it 
on. every point—save, indeed, that be 
lays too little stress on the kindness 
and devotion whicb he displayed him- 
self throughout. I have asked him, 
however, before sending his proofs 
finally to tbe press, to allow me to 
make this small addition in order that 
I may say a few words upon these 
Indian occults, of whom so little is 
known. In this appendix tara, any 
reader Is at liberty to negtoct it; but 
should he be interested In the subject, 
I have endeavored to collect a little 
information for him. 


The Eastern adepts exist at present 


principally in the north of India and 
in Thibet, though in former days it ia 
probable that their organization, was 
much more widespread. 
Under the 


various names of the Egyptian priests, 
Chaldean, 
Magi, Essenes, Gnostics 


Theurgic Neo-Platonists, and Seers, we 
catch glimpses of them throughout his- 
tory. They form the closest and most 
important secret society which has 
ever been 
organized—a society to 


wbicb any suitable man may gain «4» 
mission, but whicb is girt round with 
such physical terrors, so much bodily 
privation and discipline, that few have 
the courage and hardihood to persevere 
to the end. Those who are earnest 
and resolute enough to attain, full in- 
itiation bave, however, their full reward 
for all that they bave gone through, 
for they attain such knowledge aud 
such powers as raise them far above 
the ruck of mankind. 


The knowledge of the occult pbiloao- 


pbers is both physical and metaphysi- 
cal, but it is to th» latter branch, and 
especially to the human soul and its 
destiny, that they have devoted most 
attention. Their physical knowledge, 
however, and their power of manipu- 
lating those secret laws by which na- 
ture builds or destroys, are far in ex- 
cess of anything known to European 
science. It must be remembered that 
our own scientific results are the re- 
sults of a few hundred years, whereas 
the occult philosophy has been the 
work of the very cream of humanity, 
extending over an unbroken period of 
at'least twenty thousand years, during 
whicb time every adept has handed 
down his powers to his initiates ex- 
actly as they were handed down to 
him, or with such additions as bis life 
of study has enabled him to make. 
Wonderful as are the powers to which 
these men have attained, they are the 
first to disclaim any supernatural 
source for them. They arise entirely 
from an intimate knowledge of the na- 
ture of things and a deep insight into 
the hidden forces which pervade the 
universe. 
The whole race may hope 


some day to attain the learning which 
they have already acquired. 


One of the first lessons which the 


occult initiate has to learn is that wis- 
dom is not to be implanted In any 
mind by the mere process of study and 
of instruction. The soil must be pre- 
pared before this most precious seed 
can. be committed to it. The keenest 
and most receptive intellect which is 
the seat also of pride, of avarice, of 
sensuality, of selfishness or tbe love of. 
comfort, can never hope to surmount 
the first of the ordeals which the occult 
'aspirant has to pass. 
These ^w^eds 


must all be thoroughly and remorse- 
lessly eradicated before the garden can 
be planted. For seven years the young 
chela devotes himself to this struggle 
for the mastery over himself, until, if 
be be successful, be finds himself pure 
in mind and body, free from gross ani- 
mal instincts, indifferent to personal 
comfort, and with all the spiritual part 
of hiS nature developed at the expense 
of the bestial. He is then in a condi- 
tion to receive the first teachings which 
will lead him on to the higher path. 
Many, of course, break down in this 
preliminary process, and are never 
deemed worthy of the honor of initia- 
tion; but the very essence of the order 
is that it should be select. In this way 
the early training comes from within, 
not from without. 
To use their own 


expression, "an adept becomes—he is 
not made," 


And what are the results obtained 


by this most ancient and fctringent 
school of knowledge? 
By the very 


nature of things we outsiders can only 
have vague ideas of the few which are 
adapted to our understanding. 
The 


little which we know la probably tbe 
mere fringe of tbe subject. Yet they 
comprise some fairly weighty adjuncts 
to our stock of facts. 


In the first place, they have proved 


without the shadow of a doubt that 
man possesses a soul by tbe sinple ex- 
pedient of separating it from the body 
and of rejoining them at pleasure. An 
adept chn put off his body as he would 
put oft his great-coat, and can travel 
in his soul with tbe rapidity of thought 
to the other «nd of tbe world. This 


ae far a* mundane affairs axe con- 
cerned. 
Again, they have satisfied 


themselves that the soul is itself a 
material thing, containing within it a 
far more ethereal eeeence, known as 
tbe spirit. When Paul ot Tarsus gays 
that man co&alou of a body, a «oui. 
and a spirit. &e Li not indulging In 
vain surmise, but is stating concisely 
the coi*Uu«ioa:> Arrived at Ly tLe oc- 
cult school 10 which there 1* every 
reason to think that be belonged. 


Again, tbe adepts claim to communi- 


cate with each other by means of 
tbought-transferrence 
and 
not by 


words. Tbe initiated can therefore 
talk as easily at the distance of a thou- 
sand miles as if they ware m tbe same 
room. 
Their desolate retreats and 


caves in the Himalayas, wftlcb seem so 
lonely to the ignorant, are really foci 
of mental activity and interchange of 
views. To attract each other's atten- 
tion, when they wish to communicate, 
they bave tbe power of sounding that 
bell-like tingling alarum whicb played 
so prominent a part in the case of my 
poor father. 


They assert again, and support their 


assertion by proofs, that they bave 
such a mastery over tbe subtle chem- 
istry of nature that they can take tbe 
elements from tbe atmosphere and 
combine them or mold them into any 
form they please, so as to make any 
visible object by the synthesis of in- 
visible atoms. 
They can resolve a 


solid substance into its most minute 
molecules, waft those molecules on an 
occult current to any distance, and 
there unite them so as to form the 
original object exactly as It was before. 
In this manner a block of marble has 
been conveyed in an instant 
from 


Bombay to Calcutta, and letters have 
been sent with a rapidity which would 
render tbe telegraph obsolete. 


These are one or two of tbe minor 


results claimed by the Eastern phil- 
osophers, and surely, if they profess to^^ 
have attained nothing else, their sys- 
tem deserves some attention from the 
scientists of the West The adepts 
themselves, however, in discussing the 
question, dismiss these physical phe- 
nomena as puerile manifestations, use- 
ful enough for service in this _ world, 
but of no permanent or real impor- 
tance. The real value of their system 
lies, they declare, in its metaphysical 
or religious aspect, and there they 
claim to have cast a flood of light upon 
the destiny of the soul which will 
change religion from a mere specula- 
tion or aspiration to one of the exact 
sciences as demonstrable and as cer- 
tain as geometry.

Of course the objection would at on£e 


occur to any Western, reader that it 
was extremely Improbable that a clique 
of men could keep their knowledge to 
themselves, and that if it were possible 
it is still reprehensible, since such 
knowledge is intended for the use of 
the whole human race.

about the A B C of the subject, noth- 
ing about the capacities of the soul at 
all as distinguished from the capacities 
of body and soul combined. The occult*

Then began the rise of. the great 


Zulu power in South Africa, and Cha- 
ka spread his conquests over ' great 
territories and subjugated neighboring 
tribes and built for himself an empire.

Chaka 


made a treaty with the English, allow- 
ing them to live in Natal, and for this 
he was killed by bis brother, Dingaan, 
in 1821 Then began the struggle be- 
tween the white man and the black 
man Vhich was to end in the destruc- 
tion of tbe empire founded by Chaka. 
Peace and war alternated, and all the 
time the Zulus lost ground. 


Finally, in 1SS3-S4, the British felt 


bound to blot out the Zulu power. Then 
it was that Cetewayo, the heir of Cha- 
ka, summoned forth his whole force 
and hurled his "impis" or regiments 
on the British.. At Isandulu the Zulus 
broke the British squares and routed 
the redcoats, but the end was tbe cap- 
ture of the chief and the breaking of 
the Zulu power. 


In. this way tbe house of Bonaparte 


again became mixed up with the for- 
tunes of the house of 
Chaka. The 


Prince Imperial, grand nephew of the 
man whose example bad inspired the 
building of the empire of the Amazu- 
lu, went out to fight in the ranks of 
the English and was killed by a Zulu 
spear. In 1SS4 Cetewayo died and the 
quarrel was continued by his son, Din- 
izulu. Dinizulu was conquered, and 
now he has been sent to St. Helena tc 
end his clays on the spot where the 
man whose example vaused the build- 
ing up of the black king's empire died.

Alaskan Aborigines Win Be Used to 


Paclc tlie SuppllCH. 


The arrangement effected 
between 


Mr. Sifton in behalf of Canada and As- 
sistant Secretary Meiklejohn on behalf 
of the United States contemplates that 
the Klondike relief expedition shall be 
executed jointly by the United States 
army and a force of the mounted po- 
lice of Canada, which constitutes the 
military army of the dominion. The 
United States force will proceed with 
the relief stores to Skaguay, 
where 


they will be joined by the Canadian 
mounted police, about forty in number, 
and the two forces will then proceed 
together to the points where the relief 
is to be distributed.
